factory to  the  Administrator

be  acceptable  for  use  in  official  plants  since  this  provision  of  the 
regulations  became  effective#  This  list  includes  the  compounds  which 
were  listed  in  my  memorandum  of  January  5,  1956  and  those-  which  have 
been  found  to  be  acceptable  since  that  time#
